TATAMI: this is a dining 
room of Japanese decor wilh a 
matted floor, low table, floor 
cushions for comfortable seat­ 
ing and a sliding door for pri 

«icy. (Kyoto's has a regular 
ning area besides the Tata 

mis) Stop! You can't enter a 
Tatami until you remove your 
shoe*. Don't be surprised there­ 
fore if you see row upon row of 
moccasin*, wedgies and loafers 
lining the corridor to these 
popular rooms.

8UNOMONO: this Is the first 
course of the Sukiyaki dinner. 
It is a luscious salad consisting 
W cucumber, turnip and sliced 
Wab meat (it may vary) in a 
tangy vinegar-like dressing.

TgUKEMONO: here is a pal­ 
ate pleasing morsel! This is 
Japanese pickle ... it Is much 
like sliced cabbage in appear­ 
ance.

SUIMONO: this Is the soup 
course. Clear as consomme with 
a delicate flavor, the Suimono is 
pnrirhed with a little square of 
0uffy *>gg custard. (At this 
point in the meal you may be 
searching frantically for a 
spoon. Don't! One deftly secures 
soup bowl in hand and sips a 
la a handle-less cup.)

TEMPUBA: this is fried 
shrimp (like you've never

"Alyosha and the Agnostic," 
adapted from "The Brothers 
Karamazov" by David Ebin, fea­ 
tures James Patterson and Al 
Morganstern in the two-role 
dramatization. Both actors are 
now appearing in legitimate pro­ 
ductions in New York Patter- 
son as "Dimitri" In the produc­ 
tion of "The Brothers Karama­ 
zov" and Morganstern in the 
prize-winning Eugene O'Neil 
play, "Long Day's Journey Into 
Night."
